Angels, acco rding to the ar­ 
ticle, are to tally spiritual iii that 
they po sse** no bo dy , taking hu­ 
man fo rm o nly when they must 
v isit man. They are o f higher na­ 
ture and intellect than man and 
perfo rm two chief functio ns: the 
ado ratio n o f find and the fulfill­ 
ment o f His Co mmands as they 
affect o ther angels and men. 
Tho Bible names nine k inds, o r 
cho irs, o f angels. Thomas Aq u inas 
and earlier writers div ided these 
into three orders, each charged 
with specific assignments. 
The first order is solely for ad 
oration of Cod and protection of 
His heav enly throne: the second to 
praising Him: the third, messen 
gers and soldiers. 
The title Seraphim, as members 
o f the first order of angels are 
called, comes from a Hebrew wo rd 
meaning “ to bu m ” or “ flame.” 
Cherubim, 
also 
first 
o rder 
angels. ha\e the chief o ccupa 
tio n o f v igilance, guarding the 
gate of the garden of Eden and 
the Ark o f the Cov enant. 
Archangels are third-o rder an 
gels, with v ario us editio ns o f the 
Bible naming three —Raphael, 
Michael and Gabriel. 
Gu ardian angels, coming from 
the rank s of both angels and arch­ 
angels, are intercessors in m an’s 
behalf 
before God 
and 
beareis 
of assistance to hu manity . 
Other angels are national angels; 
the Angel of Death; the Angel of 
Sacrifice: 
thrones, 
dominations, 
powers, v irtu es and principalities; 
and fallen angels, who seem to 
hav e come from all choirs, and 
were Uiose driv en from heav en 
after being “ sedu ced” by Lu cifer 
into rebellion against God. 
Michael, the archangel, who se 
name m e a n s “ who is like Go d? ” 
was the co mmander o f (hi* go o d 
angels in the struggle befo re the 
fallen angels were cast o ut o f 
hcav en. 
Lucifer, 
the 
“ light 
hearer,” 
was, acco rding to legend, the 
mo st splendid o f the archangels 
until he led the rev o lt against 
Go d. After banishment, neither 
he no r his fo llo wers lo st the an­ 
gelic qualities o f superio r in­ 
telligence and supernatural [lo w­ 
er. 
Serephim are described as hav ­ 
ing six wings, and Cheru bim two 
pairs of wings and fou r faces.

Iii the Apalachin case, 63 men of 
Italian birth or d escen t were roun d . 
cd up at the home of on e of them, 
Joseph B arbara, who had bought 
240 poun d s of fin e beef for a steak 
d in n er or cook-out at his isolated 
moun tain place n ear the New York- 
Pen n sylvan ia lin es. Man y of the 
men had crim in al record s hut at 
that time, Nev. I t, 1957, all of them 
were "clean .” havin g paid their 
d ebts to “ society." An yway, they 
were n ot tried , n or could they have 
been , for havin g crim in al record s. 
Their past perform an ces could n ot 
even be men tion ed before the jury, 
although the press men tion ed all 
this an d called them a Mafia, as 
the jurors were boun d to kn ow. 
The trial jud ge, Irvin g Kaufman , 
had m ad e a favorable public iepu- 
tation by his con d uct of the trial of 
the Rosen bergs, husban d an d wife, 
who wen t to the chair in Sin g Sin g 
for espion age. His publicity seemed 
to go to his head for in this case 
he seem ed to thin k that whatever 
he d id was right because he d id it 
if for n o other reason . 
The two opin ion * of the court 
of appeal* d eal gen tly with him 
—alter all Im i* a m em ber of the 
lod ge of fed eral jud ges in tile 
New York Fed eral Build in g, who 
lun ch together an d li\<> in a sort 
(ti ghetto ol their own , apart trom 
other men .

The court of appeals held that 
these people had n o obligation to 
explain 
their 
presen ce 
at 
the 
home of Joseph B arbara. Some 
said they 
were visitin g a sick 
frien d an d B arbara later d ied to 
justify their word . But the whole 
exploit was an attem pt by the 
lh partm en t oi Justice to make 
men con fess that they were m eet­ 
in g to con spire to commit crimes 
which the d epartm en t n ever was 
able to prove or even d escribe. 
Now that they are vin d icated , 
how d o they stan d ? 
All of them have been put to 
en ormous cost to prove their in n o­ 
cen ce. They have been houn d ed , 
locked up an d put to the torture 
of trial with hun d ied s of d etectives 
sn oopin g in to their family affairs 
an d their books. Three years have 
been taken out of their lives. 
An d to top it all. they had to con ­ 
tribute by their taxes, to the cost 
of their own persecution . There are 
hun d red s, thousan d s of meetin gs of 
politician s an d busin ess men the 
year aroun d which are equally con ­ 
fid en tial. The d eliberation s of the 
Pulitzer buaid to con fer hon ors for 
‘’liberal” cartoon s, ed itorials an d 
poems an d d irty Broad way plays 
are to this poin t. But the Pulitzer 
board n ever has been raid ed n or 
ever will be.
